Attorneys for Miss la took the 
matter up with the elder Conlisk in 
January, and they say, when it was 
Suggested to him that his son nvarry 
the Zola girl, Conlisk indignantly de- 
clared that his son would never marry 
a servant. 


PIFTY EFFUSIVE LETTERS. 


Effusive letters to the number of 
a nearly all signed “Your loving 
H-D, R.,” will be introduced as evi- 
dence in the case. The letters depre- 
cate the fact that the writer is limi- 
ted financially, but would like to send 
the recipient some money. The let- 
ters are addressed “My dear Marie.” 

Ever since the birth of her child, 
Miss Zola says, she has been seeking 
td have it recognized, but without suc- 
cess. She says she has been offered 
transportation to Europe, and that a 
proposal has been made to have the 
child adopted by a well-to-de fam- 
ily, but that she refused to be sep- 
arated from it. 

Since leaving the employ of the 
Conlisks, which she did before initiat- 
ing her charges against young Con- 
lisk, she has been working as a cook 
and domestic. Recently she was em- 
ployed in Sacramento, and while 
working there she received many let- 
ters from Conlisk, she asserts. 

Marie Zola came _to America from 
Austria about the middle of 1904, and 
after working in New York two years 
went to Los Angeles. From there she 
came to San Francisco and entered 
the employ of the Conlisk’s. 

She was trusted by the family, she 
says, and she showed a letter which 
she said was written by the elder 
Conlisk when he was in Honolulu in 
the spring of 1908, in which he urged 
her to look after things at-the Con- 
lisk home as well as she could. 

She said young Conlisk’s advances 
began soon after she was employed 
by his parents. She says he offered 
marriage and that when she eex- 
agg distrust of him he threatened 

er. 


CHARGES CRUELTY. 


According to the complaint filed in 
court yesterday, Conlisk convinced her 
in December, 1908, that he would 
marry her. The complaint charges 
that when she attempted to. repulse 
Conlisk, he beat her, protesting that 
he was going to marry her. 

In the spring of 1909, she left the 
Conlisks and went to Sacramento. 
There, in the County Hospital on 
September 26, 1908, the child was 
born. Miss Zola exhibits letters 
which she says Conlisk sent her about 
that time. He was working as a su- 

lsor of outside lines for the San 
Prancisco Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company, stationed at Colgate, Yuba 
county, and later at Auburn, Placer 
county. 

SAMPLE LOVE EPISTLES. 


A letter dated from San Francisco, 
October 2, 1909, concludes: “I am 
awfully lonesome down here without 
you. Write right away, as I want 
to know how you are. Write right 
away, as I want to come up and see 
you.

She says she took her daughter to 
the Conlisk home last winter when 
Raymond Conlisk was the only mem- 
ber of the family at home. She showed 
him the child, she says, and tried to 
persuade him to do something for it 
and that he put her out of the house. 

Conlisk is now about 28 years old. 
Miss Zola is not quite 26. She has two 
sisters living in Austria, but no rela- 
tives in this country.

Tamalpais fire, in the clutches of «4 
powerful wind, was reported sweeping 
south throu Biythedale canyon, 
threatening the destruction of 1500 
omes. 

The country home of Ralston White, 
on the outskirts, was surrounded by 
fire and 2000 soldiers and civilian 
fire fighters had lost all control of the 
flamés, which leaped the path of the 
back-fire, and had an unrestricted ap- 
proach to Mill Valley. 


SERIOUS FEATURE. 


The most serious feature of the 
situation is that the fire is now well 
into the tall timber, where it will 
burn more At noon the flames 
were distant m Mill Valley a mile 
and a half, and marching forward 
stubbornly. 

Fifteen hundred men fought the 
fire all last night and believed this 
morning that it had burned itself 
away from all points where life and 
property were seriously threatened. 
They had protected Biythedale Can- 
von by back-firing and by a wide 
trench across which they were sure 
the flames could not leap. Supposedly 
a blazing ember was carried into the 
redwoods. 

Until today the flames had been 
confined to chaparral and laurel 
brush. 

The Biythedale Canyon, however, 
is not only lined with houses but it 
contains the lower stretches of the 
Mt. Tamalpais railway, which, if 
clogged by fallen trunks, could no 
longer transport fire-fighters to other 
reaches of the mountain, where new 
fires will spring up when the 
efternoon winds from the sea freshen. 

On the north side of the mountain 
which the fire reached last night, it 
began to descend at noon into Balti- 
more Canyon, which is also heavily 
timbered, and leads directly into 
Larkspur, skirting Corte Madera. 

Larkspur is a fashionable suburb. 

Corte Madera is chiefly inhabited 
by workingmen. In both towns the 
stores were.closed and every able- 
bodied man was out fighting fire while 
the women cooked food and made 


icoffee. 


Larkepur sent a call for help this 
afternoon to fight the flames at the 
head of Baltimore Canyon, where 300 
om 4 were cutting a swath across its 
path. 

Two hundred civilians and soldiers 
were dispatched. 

From more distant points came 
word that the original rush fire, 
which started near Weat Point, had 
burned down the west slope half way 
to Willow Camp, near Bolinas, on the 
coast line. 

At 1 o'clock the wind began to rise 
and the flames leaped into ythdale 


Canyon savagely. 


“The Garden of Allah,” a country 


estate belonging to Ralston Lovell 


White, and valued at $1,000,000, was 
surrounded on t e sides, with the 
flames not more than 150 yards dis- 
tant. The estate seemed doomed. 
The Garden of Allah is in charge 
of Mre. William Tierney, a young 
woman, whose husband is with the 
fire-fighters. In answer to all appeals, 


she absolutely refused to leave her 
duties as caretaker. 


Since Monday night Mrs. Tierney 
has had no sleep. The house is of 
reinforced concrete and if it grew too 
hot for her, she sent word that she 


should plunge into the swimming pool 


for safety until the fire passed over 


her. 


Three automobiles in the garage 
were left to their fate for lack of any- 
one to drive them to safety. The 
valuable paintings, tapestry, and some 
of the furniture was removed. Much 


prised poultry had to be abandoned. 


REDWOOD GROVE 


IS IN FLAMES.

Though there are 
hundreds of blazing patches in Blythe- 
dale Canyon, which leads upward 
from the town, these are under con- 
tre! and will only again become dan- 
gerous if the wind rises. The fire

IND DYNAMITE 
NEAR STATION. 


"(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, July 9%.—([Exclu- 
sive) Dispatch.) Thirty-seven sticks 
of high-power dynamite, capped and 
fu and ready to be touched off were 
found today by a railroad policeman 
in the Southern Pacific sand lot, near 
station A of the Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Company. 

Police and railroad officials are 
loath to accuse striking electricians of 
being responsible for placing it there, 
but nevertheless point out what seems 
to be obvious purpose for which the 
dynamite was intended—the blowing 
up of station A. 

The dynamite is 25 per cent. proof, 
and those who know something about 


explosives say that it would be suf- 
ficient to blow up completely the A 
street station. It was stamped Her- 
cules high-proof dynamite, anfi was 
dated at the Hercules works, April 21, 
1913. 

The explosive was found by Spe- 
cial Officer O. A. Edgell of the South- 
ern Pacific hid in some brush in the 
sand lot, just opposite the power sta- 
tion. Edgell was making the rounds 
of the Southern Pacific when 

saw the bundle and in- 
vestigated. The dynamite was 
wrapped in a newspaper. All of the 
thirty-six sticks were bound together 
mith fuses, each of which was capped, 
and each of which would have been 
sufficient to discharge all of the sticks. 
The apparent purpose of the two fuses 
was to insure the explosion of the dy- 
namite once the fuse was lighted as 
should one fuse fail, the other would 
be practically certain to do the work. 

Chief Agent George Green and 
Edgell brought the dynamite to po- 
lice station, and a stampede ensued 
when the nature of the bundle was 
learned. It was fmally taken in 
charge by Sergt. Rible,. who was the 
only officer with sufficient courage to 
stick to his post in the presence of 
the dynamite. It was turned over to 
Sergt. Fisher, who, after cautiously 
noting all marks of identification, 
burned it. Fisher has taken charge 
of the case. 


CAPS SERIES OF OUTRAGES. 


According to officials of the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company, the plant- 
ing of the dynamite with what seems 
to be the use for which it was intend- 
ed, is the climax of a long series of 
interferences with the company's 
property and service.

ELLEN SYSTEM 
IS CONDEMNED. 


A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE 

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Financial 
operations of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Raltlroad, its 
ownership of trolley. lines and con- 
trol of allied New England railways 
are condemned in unmeasured terms 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in the report of its investi- 
gation made public here today. The 
commission's conclusions are: 

“That the ‘outside’ financial man- 
agement has been ‘wasteful’ in the 
extreme, and that had the New Ha- 
ven confined itself to actual railroad 
activities under the same conditions 
that prevailed in other respects it 


‘could have paid a dividend of 8 per 


cent. for the fiscal year 1912 and car- 
ried to surplus account $1,794,000, in- 
stead of showing a deficit of $930,000. 

“That the New Haven’s agreement 
with the Boston and Albany is ‘vio- 
lative of the spirit of the statute 
against the restraint of competition 
and should be cancelled.’ 

“In our opinion,” says the com- 
mission, “this line should be kept en- 
tirely from New Haven control. 

“That the New Haven should di- 
vest itself of its trolley lines, not be- 
cause the present ownership its in 
violation of law, but because such 
ownership might be used to prevent 
the building of competing lines in 
the future. 

“That the Boston and Maine mer- 
ger with the New Haven, if per- 
mitted to stand, will result in ‘an al- 
most exclusive monopoly of trans- 
portation facilities by this railroad 
in the greater part of New Eng-, 
land.’ ” 

Both roads, however, are criticised 
adversely because of lack of steel 
cars. 

That “any betterment of railroad 
conditions in New England must be- 
gin with the assurance that the New 
Haven management will act not only 
prudently, but above all within the 
letter and the spirit of the law.” 

No order was made by the com- 
mission, but in its opinion the follow- 
ing propositions, which have nationa! 
application to all rallroads, lie at the 
foundation of adequate railroad regu- 
lation: 

“Every interstate railroad should be 
prohibited from expending money or 
incurring liabilities or acquiring prop- 
erty not in the operation of its raili- 
road or in. the legitimate improve- 
ment, extension or development of 
that railroad. 

“No interstate railroad should be 
permitted to lease or purchase any 
other railroad nor to acquire the 
stocks or securities of any railroad 
nor to guarantee the same directly or 
indirectly without the approval of the 
Federa] government. 

“No stocks or bonds shoul! be is- 
sued by an interstate railroad «xcept 
for the purposes sanctioned in the two 


preceding paragraphs and none 
should be issued without the approval 
of the Federal government.”

WORKMEN’S PICKS LAY 
BARE HUMAN SKELETON. 


REWSOME evidence of a possible 
G tragedy came to the attention of 
the police yesterday, when work- 
men employed by the Southern Cal- 
iornia Gas Company unearthed a 
skeleton, apparently that of a large 
ond powerful man, at Eighth and 
Kohler streets. The skeleton was in- 
tact, there being no indication of its 
having réeposed in a coffin or any 
kind of a covering. 
Workmen started back in amaze- 
ment when their shovels, delving 
three feet below the surface of the 


newly-widened street at that point, 
yrought to light the well-preserved 
bones. There every indication 
that the skeleton has latt where it 
was found for a long time. The teeth 
indicate that the man was about 35 
years old at the time of his death.

CITY WINS GAS WAR. 


Superior Court Upholds Dollar 
Ordinance and Criticises Both Cor- 
poration and Defendants. 

After another day given to judicial 
pyrotechnics in the way of argument 
in the United States District Court, 
Judge Wellborn denied the petition 
of the Santa Barbara Gas and Elec- 
trie Company against the munic- 
ipality, the -City Council and the 
Mayor, for an order temporarily re- 
straining enforcement of an ordi- 
nance fixing the price of gas for one 
year from July 22, 
thousand feet, instead of $1.26. 

In deciding the case against the 
corporation, the Court took occasion 
to remark that expert testimony in 
this case as in others, was most like- 
ly to be colored, according to the side 
employing the witnesses. He thought 
the valuation of $347,000 placed on 
the plant of the company in Santa 
Barbara was most extraordinary and 
exorbitant, especially when one of the 
affidavits on that point was prepared 
by an expert who acknowledges he 
had never seen the property. Judge 
Wellborn also expressed his disbelief 
in the statement of one of the ex- 
perts that the deterioration in the 
plant amounted to $17,000 a year. 

The court severely criticised the 
City Council In not availing itself of 
every source of information in regard 
to the cost of producing gas in Santa 
Barbara when the ordinance was 
adopted by that body nearly a year 
ago. The present ordinance expires 


July 22.

EPOCH-MAKING.

OVER EQUATOR. 


New Pipe Line in Commission 
at the Harbor. 


Captain of Hermosa Fined 
for Water Speeding. 


Lumber. Yard Lease Scented 
in Recent Deal. 


SAN PEDRO, July $.—Fiying the 
British flag, the big ofl tank 
steamer Cordelia, 4211 tons net, of 
the Union fleet, ar- 
rived this morning under command of 
Capt. Charles Sanderson, out seven- 
teen days from Taltal, Chile, to load 
the first cargo of crude ol] from the 
new pipe-line loading stations re- 
cently installed on the breakwater 
in the outer harbor. The Cordelia will 
take 65,000 barrels for Taltal and 
Iguiqui, which will constitute the 
first shipment to foreign ports. 

The work of loading the big tanker 
is being done by the General Pe- 
troleum Company, and the ofl has 
been piped to the harbor through the 
General Pipe Line from the Midway 
field, 156 miles, the line having a ca- 
pacity of from 20,000t030,000 barrels 
daily. The British steamer Oberon, 
with a tonnage of 3300, and about 
the same capacity/as the Cordelia, is 
due to arrive next Sunday to load at 
the breakwater dolphins, with Valpa- 
raiso as her probable destination. 

The coming of the Cordelia and 
Oberon to this port, it is believed, 
marks the commencement of a tre- 
mendous business in ol] exportations 
from San Pedro to many foreign 
ports. The Cordelia will finish taking 
cargo and is scheduled to sail, early 
tomorrow afternoon.

TROPICO BRIEFS. 

TROPICO, July %.—The Bank of 
Tropico has been granted the right by 
the government to hereafter operate 
under the name of the First National 
Bank of Tropico, the charter for the 
new bank having arrived a day or two 
ago.

“The Little Catechism” has been 
translated by the New York City Mis- 
sion and Tract Society, and excerpts 
were published in the society's 
monthly... While the part produced 
represents but a small portion of the 
questions and answers contained in 
the book, much of the matter is so 
blasphemous and suggestive that the 
wisdom of reprinting it is open to 
question. The following excerpts, 
however, will give the reader a very 
clear idea of the character of the work 
—a book which, according to the esti- 
mate of the City Mission Monthly, is 
being used as a text-book by more 
than twelve thousand children. The 
Bohemian Socialists are, apparently, 
more frank in their attitude toward 
religion than their English-speaking 
confreres, says the Live Issue.

Advantage of Color Blindness. 

{Memphis Commercial Appeal:] Are you 
afraid of the dark? There ish’t a chance of 
you seeing a ghost if you are color blind, 
which may furnish you a ray of comfort 
for the beauties of landscape and floral dec- 
orations you may have missed during your 
lifetime. Dr. August Lummer, head of the 
Physical Institute of the University of 
Breslau, in Germany, is authority for this. 

Dr. Lummer explains the phenomenon 
in this way: 

“The normal eye has an arrangement of 
tiny rods and cones in the retina. The 
rods perceive light and the cones color, 
When a person with a normal eye tries 
to see in a half dark place the cones, 
which are useless, interfere with the ef- 
fective action of the rods, and the con- 
tusion creates the effect of apparitions 
that come and go and change their shapes.

and his rods act with extraordinary effi- 
ciency in the dark.

Says She's Plaything of Grim Misfortune. 


~ 


Miss Martha Walters, 


Who, if her story is true, is the heroine of the most remarkable series of 
accidents, intentional and otherwise, in local police annals. 


eareer at this time, Miss Walters re- 
fusea yesterday to go into detail: as 
to her asserted tnisfortunes, particu- 
larly the culminating ope in which 
she asserts she was throttled and 
trussed up with a rope to her bed, 
drugged and left unconscious in her 
home, No. 8312 South Vermont ave- 
nue. 

Lying in bed yesterday afternoon, 
surrounded by members of her fam- 
fly, the pastor of her church and 
several others, the young woman 
showed no external signs of the vio- 
lent conflict which she declares took 
place. Her plump white arms, lying 
on the counterpane, were not marred 
by signs of a tightly-drawn rope. Her 


features were not deeply scratched 
or lividly swollen from blows, the 
only marks being a few ordinary 


blemishes. 
TWICE IN TWO WEEKS. 
Her condition and the fact that her 
tale has been recounted several times 
to officials of the Sheriff's office, was 
given as an excuse for refusing fur- 
ther discussion of the supposed as- 
gault, which was the second one re- 
ported in less than two weeks, the 
fireat having been melodramatically 
staged in Forest Lawn Cemetery. It 
was on the afternoon of July 1 that 
Miss Walters says this happened. She 
wag visiting the graves of her two 
brothers, burned to death on the 
night of December 29. While on her 
knees, placing a wreath of flowers 
on the sacred spot, she says she was 
suddenly attacked, beaten and 
trampled by a man she describes as 
a tall, powerfully developed and 
hideous Mexican. She wae left lying 
in a serious condition and only dis- 
covered on the following morning. 
It was this same fearful brute, 
according to her story.| who, with a 
white man. broke in upon her while 
she was enjoying an afternoon nap 
Tuesday. She seta out that, with a 
curse, the Mexican declared he in- 
tended to kill her, and before she 
could scream, the two men were up- 
on her with a rope they had brought 
and were tying her to the posts of 
an old-fashioned bed. Then, she say*, 
they dashed-.a chloroform linitment, 
which happened to be standing on 
a table, into her face until she became 
unconscious 
In her story the young woman de- 
Clares that she was struck in the face 
and on the body. a fist rammed into 
her mouth, and otherwise maltreated. 
There were no indications of this 


physical violence apparent yesterday, 


and this has led to considerable ques- 
tioning on the part of the officers, 
who fall to account for their absence 
if the story told {ts true. She also 
ascribed vengeance to the motive of 
the Mexican, who, she declared, an- 
nounced that he was going to kill 
her because she had told about his 
murder of another man, something 
she had no idea of and which led her 
to believe that she has been the vic- 
tim of mistaken identity. 

STORY OF MISFORTUNE. 


Should her assailant be caught and 
the story verified, Mias Walters will 
go down in police annals as one of 
the most unfortunate women in local 
history. Her first serious misfortune 
came early last December, when, in 
alighting from a North Matin-etreet 
car. the vehicle started before she 
had got entirely off. and dragged her 
along the pavement, severely lacerat- 
ing her, spraining her arm and in- 
juring her internally. A few weeks 
later, while confined to her bed, she 
was the one who firtt smelled fire 
in the reoomine-house managed by her 
brother on North Main street. She 
wae burned and otherwise injured at 
thie time. and two of her brothers 
were killed. 

Just 4d week later, on returning te 
her home on Avenue 20, from the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Berges, on 
Moulton street. she says she wae at- 
tacked by @ Mexican and a white 
man. th'a occasion, she gave as her 
description of the assailants. a short. 
ewarthy Mexican and a tall white 
man. In her last accident. the order 
has heen reversed, the Mexican being 
pictured as tall, powerful and hideous, 
and the white man smaller.

/ Downward revision of many pas 


senger rates within the State, mean- 
ing the loes of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars yearly to the ratiroeda, 
hinges upon the State Raliroad Com- 
mission's answer to a seemingly sim- 
ple question, “what is an excursion 
rate?" 

This question was propounded yee« 


terday by Commissioner Edgerton to 
the defense in the case of Bdwin A. 
Colby, versus the Southern Pacific, al- 
leging discrimination in favor of this 
city in the application of fates to 


and from Redlands, and lifted what . 


had been considered a mere “bush 
league” case Into major league class. 

Answered as the railroads wish it 
anewered, it means that they will be 
upheld by the commission in their 
practice of granting special rates 
where conditions seem to warrant. 
Answered otherwise, maintained Ate 
torney Squires of the Southern Pae- 
cific, in his arguments yesterday, the 
railroads will be compelled to revise 
nearly all rates downward to an ex- 
cursion-rate level, particularly those 
rates applicable from the two great 
tourist centers, Los Angeles and Sap 
Francisco. 


CAUGHT IN OWN TRAP. 


“Tt means that we are caught in 6 
trap of our own making.” said 
Squires, “that tn attempting to help 
others we are injuring ourselves. If 
the commission decides that the rate 
at issue is not an excursion rate then 
there does not seem to be anything 
to hinder similar decisions in the 
eases of the Los Angeles-Santa Ana, 
Los Angeles-San Bernardifio, Los An- 
geles-Riverside and other special rates 
applicable from this city and San 
Francisco. Specifically, it means that 
we will lose 70 cents on every round- 
trip ticket sold to Los Angeles from 
Redlands, Riverside, San Bernardino 
and Santa Ana, with corresponding 
loss round-trip tickets sold inte 
San ‘Francisco.” 

In his complaint, Colby, a self- 
styled “investon” residence No. 4920 
Echo street, this city, set forth that 
the Southern Pacific had and did offer 
eight-day, round-trip, first-class paa- 
senger tickets from this city to Red- 
lands at 328 each, and that similar 
tickets offered from Redlands to this | 
qity cost $3.70. This, he alleged, wag 
discriminatory, and asked that the 
rates be tqualized, with the Los An- 
geles-Rediands rate as a basis. 


BECOMES SPECIFIED RATE. 


Testimony for the railroads devel- 
oped a ‘circumstantial story of an ex- 
cufsion rate that through long usage 
had become in action a duly specified 
rate.

UKE KAHANAMOKU, the most 
talked-of swimmer in the world, 
arrived in town yesterday morn- 
ing to take part in the big meet at 
the Los Angeles Athletic Club Thurs- 
day and Friday nights. Along with 
the Duke came various and sundry 
other persons to the number of 
twelve, about half of them swimmers 
and the remainder on pleasure bent. 
The party looked more like a trav- 
éling troupe than a bunch of world- 
famous swimmers, for they all had 
aiong with their suit cases, ukeleles, 
guitars and ali sorts and sizes of mu- 
sical instruments with which they 
had whiled away the time on the 
train coming down fr San Francis- 
co. They certainly Fad earned the 
right to while away the time, for they 
have a huge assortment of cups and 
medals along with two national. and 
five Coast records to their credit from 
the meet up there. 

Duke Kahanamoku appears to 
have only two weaknesses, one a tén- 
dency to go to sleep on the cars and 
the other a desire to sing, for be it 
known that the holder of the world’s 
record for 100 meters is the posses- 
sor of a fine baritone voice and has 
plenty of musical talent. 
Kahanamoku, who is a draughts- 
man in the public works department 
at Honolulu, is abolit as fine a speci- 
men of physical perfection as can be 
imagined, being six feet tall and built 
in proportion. He is also about as 
unsatisfactory a victim for an inter- 
view as ever walked the earth or 
ewam inatank. One of the members

He takes tre- 
mendously long, easy strokes with 
his arms and kicks his feet straight 
up and down under the surface about 
twice as fast as the movement of his 
arms. With this streke he shoots 
along through the water like a hydro- 
Plane and makes great speed with 
the minimum of effort. 

Then the inevitable photographer 
came along and the team individu- 
ally and collectively were “took” in 
uli manner of poses. The last pic- 
ture of the bunch was taken grouped 
around the fountain head at the 
shallow end of the tank. Here the 
Duke put in a plea that somebody be 
allowed to stand in front of his feet, 
but his motion was lost for want of 
a second. 


‘Immediately after the dip, which 
merely made them want some more, 
the boys bolted a mouthful of lunch 
and grabbed a car for Redondo Beach,

Bobby Kaawa, the young 
Lochinvar of the crowd, spotted a cou- 
ple of young ladies of his acquain- 
tance and went and sat with them 
while the remainder of the delega- 
tion, headed by the Duke, made 
slighting remarks about him in their 
native tongue, which had the effect of 
making him blush a Nttic and pro- 
vided amusement for the bu. -h. 

The motordrome excited much awe 
but when the océaft appeared at 
Playa del Rey it was an awful job 
to keep the boys in the car.

SCORING METHODS. 


In each of the events the world’s 
hest amateur record is taken as @ 
maximum for which 1000 points are / | 
allowed. Then a standard, or limit, : 
is established and performances 
equal to or worse that these stan- 
dards are scored as nothing. 

For Instance the maximum for the — | 
100-yard dash is nine and four- 
fifths seconds and the standard limit 
f fourteen and th®ee-fifths seconds. 
The run ecores from nine and four- 
fifths to fourteen and three-fiftha, 
allowing 1000 points for the first 
mentioned record and 42 points lees 
for each fifth of a second above nine 
and four-fifths. Ten seconds flat ~ 
would score 958. Now if a man 
should be good enough to better the 
time of 9% 4-62. 42 points is 
acored for every fifth of a second bet- 
ter than %4-58 Thus if a man 
ran in 93-56 he would gather 
1042 points out of the 100-yard dash.
